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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 6-10 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from another multiple dependent 
claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 6-10 have not been further 
treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , line 6 replace "to with" with -with--. 
In claim 3, line 2 replace "contact" with -contacts--. 

In claim 4, line 5 replace "first electrical component" with -of the first electrical 
components--. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Shiesinger, Jr. 
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Shiesinger, Jr. teaches in the figures a sliding control device comprising a guide 
section B and a cord or cable C extending through the guide section and slidable 
within the guide section. The guide section having associated first electrical 
components Y1 and the cord has second electrical components 52. The cord is 
slidable along the guide section to move the second electrical component with 
respect to the first electrical components to thereby produce an electrical control 
action. The electrical components form switch contacts in which the second 
electrical component may be used to bridge the first electrical components. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Shiesinger, Jr. 

Shiesinger, Jr. teaches all of the claimed limitations with the exception of the first 
electrical component being an inductive coil. 

As for the type of electrical component utilized, this is a matter of engineering 
design choice not affecting the operation or purpose of the slide device as long 
as the switching occurs upon pulling the cord. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Oliver, Vincent De Araujo, Marmaropoulos et al, Mantjarvi et al, 
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Eves et al, and Weekes teach various switches mounted in either in clothing and/or are 
operated by sliding one element relative to another.
